It ia required of him that he keep in proper trim by target 
piactlce, ami he ia required, under penalty of a fine, to show a record of a 
given number ot shots n year. .\II over Switzerland ore shooting galleries 
whw the practice takes place and on Sundays and boUdaya the sout>d of firing 
is heard in all parts of the land. Competitions for prizes are frequent and na¬ 
tional shooting festivals are held. 

An n matter of fact the military education begins with a Imy’s tenth year. 
I n to hfteeu years there is gymnastic training under competent inatnictor* 
calculated to prepare his body for military retiiiirements later on.

“.\rt II. A well regulated militis. being necessary to Ihe aecurit.v of a FREE 
state, the right of the people to KEEP and bear arms shall not lie infringed."

If there were only one 
store in Danville, and therefore no com* 
petition in basinea*. the people would be 
at it* mercy.” 

Dr. Dixon seems to feel the weight of 
human want and woo and to long for it> 
relief. He praised labor unions very 
highly and urge<I union men to continue 
the union method and let Socialism alon**. 
lie referred to the postal system as part* 
Iv a Socialist institution and said be be* 
lleve<l that It could be run more econ¬ 
omically under honest, private manage¬ 
ment. because It docs not admit of com¬ 
petition. He declared that the trnst 
system U a natural development nnd said. 
“Trusts would he all right if we had 
righteous rulers.*’ (D 

Hod. Franklin H. Wentworth reidled 
to Dr. Dixon with an address an boar 
and a quarter long in which be more ^1* 
ly explained Sciolism.and defended It 
againat the attacks maue against it. Hm 
manner wo* calm and kind and be made 
many splendid points, in part as followi: 

“America was born In revolution. 
Americanism is a revolution aimii^ 
kings, ndbles, the state church, and the 
law of primogeoltve whereby the fomfly 
estate and title pass only to the firrt* 
bom son, leaving the other children to 
^ift for tbems^Toe. 

”Oar forefatbers who founded Amer¬ 
ica thought they bad forever provide 
against oppression and forever ^ab- 
isbed ‘liberty, fraternity, equality.’ ^ley 
w.mtd not hive believed that In Free 
America* such a thing os rfiud slavery, 
tbe sweatshop and the present general 
oppression of the labor classes could over 
be. The 'American Ideal.’ for which onr 
ottcesters fou^t, bos never been realized, 
and under tbe cruohing comp^tira sys¬ 
tem is receding farther every day. 

Mr. Wentworth used figure* concern¬ 


ing foai. iron nnd copper mineM to sho* I 
that tbe workmen secure a men* pittanci* 
(vtmparetl with wbat they pro<luce. while 
tbe public is charged exorbitant prices. 
According to the statistics of Carroll D. 
Wright, commissioner of labor, tbe aver¬ 
age production of each workman is $1(100 
while bis average wage* Is only $3a’W). 

, This difference of $1250 is openly robl>ed 
from tbe woriiroan by the capitalist. So¬ 
cialism declares the workman is entitlnl 
to every dollar of bis product, not to only 
one-fifth of iL 

: "Equality of opportunity is not eqitali- 
I ty of result. Tbe fear that SoclaJism. 

' by making men economically free, will 
I r^nee all men to a dead level of medioc¬ 
rity, U entirely unfounded. The indi'vkl* 
nal cannot make of himself what he 
would, or achieve what he would, while 
compiled to toil his whole life away in 
dread of want. While men are the hard- 
driven slaves of fear they can never he 
or do their best. Instead of Socialism 
destroying individual liberty and prog¬ 
ress it is absolutely esseatlsl to them. 

"It is true that the competitive 'strug¬ 
gle for life’ is the law of brute nature. 
Tbe Moody tooth and claw bare ruled 
tbe lower orders of life for ages; but 
surriy tbe time has eome for men to 
adopt a higher, more just, merciful and 
intelligent law, the law of brotherly co¬ 
operation among the strong, and of pro¬ 
tection for the weak. 

"Not crue t , rrientleos. brute force, but 
love and juatire sbouM ht the plan of 
moral beings. I>r. Dixon has drawn the 
moot awful indictment against the com* 
prtitive system when he shows that bn* 
mao life is nithleosly crushed out to save 
expense, llie owner of that mill had to 
kin women and save machinery or him¬ 
self be crushed ofut of bosineos by com* 
petitioD. We propose a system whereby 
no man wfll be compelled to forget pity 
and honesty in order to succeed. 

"Socialism stands for the rights of tbe 
many against the nsurpstion of tbe few; 
for the weak against the roberry of tbe 
strong; for unlveraal justice, brotherhood 
and love, for equal rights and opportnni* 


ics for all. .Vnd ihe Itmg Milfering |>e<»- 
pto will yet obtHiii tki<< fn^eiloin. by the 
poseeful ballot, if possible; by the hullei, 
if nH*es*ary.” 

"It is useless to argue for competition. 
The capitalists themselves have decr%'Hl 
that the waste of eompetltiou shall e<*ase. 
That is the simple meaning of the trust, 
and the trust has come to stay until the 
people appropriate It for tiiemselve*. It 
is useless to talk of private monoindv l>e- 
iog ruled by righteousness. The great 
Lincoln truly said: *No mau is gooi) 
enough to pile another.' .Vnd certainly 
no man can be free to rule himself while 
bis living depends upon the will of anoth¬ 
er. Therefore., as competition is being 
destroyed by the trusts tbe people must 
seise tbe trusts to protect themselves and 
estsbiish the fb^islist commonwealth of 
economic equality.” 

Dr. Dixon was allowed twenty min¬ 
utes for a final reply, and said in part: 

"I am surprised to hear Mr. Went¬ 
worth speak of bullets. I bad not sup¬ 
posed tbe spirit of Rodalism bad leach^ 
tbe temper of bloody revolutiofa. But 
t^ialism is only organized disoonteut at 
best. 

‘•The Indiridnal has a fair chance now. 
Nearly every millionaire In America start¬ 
ed os a poor boy (D 

"What becomes of the $1250 which tbe 
capitalist 'exploit** from every laborer 
each year? It is used in trade and com¬ 
merce. to open up railroads sod mines, 
to build new factories and mills, to em¬ 
ploy more men as tbe popolstloo of the 
country Increases. Ererr new machine 
throws men out of employment only to 
make employment for many more men in 
a similar line of work. 

"I admit the faults of the present sys¬ 
tem; lot ns not destroy the system, but 
mend it. 

"Tbe wage system must pass sway, 
and a system of universal co-operation, 
by voluntary partnership among men. and 
especially between labor and capital, 
most take its place, whereby the work¬ 
men in mines, mills, factories and farms 
will own part of tbe stock and obtain 


I regular dividends and better returns of 
! their lnl>*>L” 

Dr. Dixon was out in Nehrsska the 
other day and it happened that three So¬ 
cial-Democratic organzera were in his 
vicinity. They opened the eyes of the 
public, with r^^rd to him in the follow¬ 
ing faahion: 

To the bslitor of the Nebraska State 
Journal: In bis lecture on "The Threat, 
of S<Kdalism” nt tbe Epworth assembly 
Tuesdny- evening Rev. Dr. Dixon so 
rrlevonsly misrepresented tbe purpose 
and the programme of tbe Bocialtsts that 
we ask yon for spare to reply to his crit- 
k’isms. Tbe case of Roclaiisro should at 
least l*e correctly stated. This Dr. 
Dixon has not done. Alany of his state¬ 
ments misrepresented the Socialists, and 
a few of them w«> especially wish to cor¬ 
rect. 

1. He says that Socialism aims at ab- 
aolnte equality. Now as a matter of 
fact tbe Bocialiata hare never contem¬ 
plated making people eciual. They recog¬ 
nize the natural and iooerent inequalities 
of all men. They do not aeek to make 
people equal. All they ssk in this re- 
snect la equality of opportunity—an equal 
chance for alt Therefore, all that was 
said about "artificial equality” falls to 
the ground. 

2. He said that SodalLam would de- 
atroy all competitioo, which he iusista to 
the greatest iuceotire to progress. Rut 
why. we would ask. If comnetltion ia so 
rreat a good lo human affairs, why Is It 
thst tbe trnst and monopoly are very- 
where eUminatlDg competitioa? Who. 
for example, competes with John I*. 
Rfickefeller in the oil busiaeos? Or do 
we need competition to increase tbej 
-•fficieney of the postoffire? As a Toatter; 
i»r fact, competition has not been the only, 
nor indeed the,greatest principle In bn- 
mao procreaa. Progress is messnred. 
not by tbe amount of fighting or strug¬ 
gling (bat men do. bnt by tbe amount of 
intelligent m-openation that fai present si 
Virions stages of homan history- The 
sfrimrle fop tbe life of others, tbe orin- 

of sltrulsro, of associated and co- 


opiiaiive effort, as tbe speaker hims« 
roncinlod at another point in his lector 
enters incpeasingly as the principle > 
prugresa. niid mitigMes the indlvidiislii 
c competitive stniggle. And moreovr 
the .S<a*uinst. attacking the present cot 
peiiiive syKtem. aud Moekiiig to replace 
by n «-*w»i>erative system, docs not se< 
to eliniiiiate all atniggle from life. Tl 
struggle win go on under Socialism, bi 
on a higher plane. What we seek to 
raise it fr«»m the lower plane of the stnii 
gle for bread, to the intellectaal at 
moral plane; to change tbe weaimna froi 
wnimercial cunning and intrigue to mor 
and intellectual excellencies, and to mit 
gate the atniggle by providing that Umm 
wJm are worsted shnll not thereby l>e d< 
pnviHl of the means nf at least a fa 
physical existence. Rociallam will m 
therefore remove the incentive of hinna 
progress, bnt will greatly Isctetae Its r 
fpctiremss. 

8. He sfcys (hat Rodalism Is oppose 
to t^ristianity. TWs is simply uutrn< 
In tbe first place. Rodalism is a sneia 
economic and political programme, an 
as aoeb has no more to do with religio 
than the doctrines of tbe Republican <i 
Dem^nitic party. Religion is simpl 
the subject matter of Rodalism. an 
therefore it does not assume to be eithe 
friendlr or opposed to reilgion of an 
kind sa such.

In Oer* 
many, all railroads most carry one mall car 
free. If other cars are ne«*ded tbe govern¬ 
ment pays a small sum wbicb barely repre- 
tents tbe cost of hsallng tbe cars. 

7*he comparison of tbe rate paid railroads 
for carrying mall and tbe rate charged by 
tbe express compsny over (be same ronte In 
the United States does not prove tbst com- 
petition between express coropsnies results 
in s cfaesper rate to (be people than tbe 
government'U able to give. It proves tbst 
lb# railroads ows our government and can 
pay tbemselves almost anything ther tee fit. 

The express companies are not doing bosl- 
ness for nothing, and they do not carry ex¬ 
press for one-third tbe amoant paid rail¬ 
roads for carrying an equal amonnt of mall 
matter wltboot making a profit on It. 
Hence, at least the difference between 
these ebarget (a robbed from tbe people by 
tbe railroads. 

Tbe difference between tbe railroad 
charges In tbe United States and those la 
France. Germany aad Switserland. la tbe 
difference tietween tb# railroad ownership 
of government and tbe goTernmeot owner- 
ship of ratlroada.

ANOJHER AUTAKENED PREACHER. 

A preacher In a Western pulpit writes 
the following letter to a Milwaukee So¬ 
cialist, a letter significant of the growth 
of Soi'iallst eentinicnt aoioug professiou 
al men: 

1 have gl’en a good deal of thought 
to social and ei-fiuomti- condltlims and I 
auUc agree with you that (be ridlg'onji 
llfr of the cbarcbi*s has |(»o llttU* to do 
with the dally toll and huslueiiN Mtrlfe of 
men. 1 alao believe that tbe socialising 
of tbe means of production aud distribu¬ 
tion of the nefvssitles aud comforts of life 
Is the final solution of our Indnstrial proli 
lera. And I believe that our religious 
prnlilem Is In great measure due to tbe 
spirit of greed snd tbe fear of want that 
grows out of our industrial f^ndltlons. Put 
1 am more and more pursuaded that tbe 
sociallslug proccM Is to be a gradual one 
and in great measure unconsciously carried 
oat by tbose who are loudest In their de- 
nUnrlstlon of tbe Boclallstic programme. I. 
e.. the niDnlrlpallssfion of many of (be 
commou necesaitlca, such as IlghL water, 
beat, transportation, etc., many iieople who 
are making s bugaboo or a dream of Ho- 
cialUm are sincere aud earnest In their 
advocacy of tbe poldic ownership of the 
utilities. Then agalu the great corpora¬ 
tions are becoming so offensive that tbe 
people are turning to public ownership 
for relief. So that I look upon the so- 
called trusts as the forernuners of the 
Socialistic state. They are really prepar¬ 
ing tbe way. Socialism Is bound to come, 
whether you or 1 advocate It or not. Mow 
ever, we may do somethlug to prepare the 
way and to leaven the public mind and 
possibly hasten a willingness on the part 
of tbe people aud ao prevent violence and 
revolatloo. 

1 am often Impatient s'Ub tbe indiffer¬ 
ence and opposition of men. But as 1 
look back for even ten years I marvel 
at tbe progress that has l»ci>n made~the 
ebauge In public sentlmrul. 1 do believe 
that ten years has seen more (irogress In 
the study of social and InduAtrlal condi¬ 
tions than any preceding century In the 
world's history. Millions of rbrlstlnu peo¬ 
ple stilt see only the pi*tt.v “graft" that 
they are working, but tbe logic of events 
la closing In aiwut them a»<l they sre 
slowly awakening. We to whom it has 
lieen given to see things In their larger re¬ 
lations hare very much to tie thankful for. 
AI>ove all let us try to lie patient and to 
love oor fellow meu—even those who do 
not share our vision and who do uot seem 
to want to rei'elve the truth.

Observe 
and think and try to ascertain the truth 
of all things. Believe in nothing myste¬ 
rious. in nothing iinrensonnble. I’se no 
deoetdioD either towards thyself or oth¬ 
ers. 

“IX. Do not assume that, to be pa¬ 
triotic. one must hate other nations or 
glory in war. War U a relic of barbar¬ 
ism. 

, “X. It be thy purpose in life to 
hasten the day when all men. as fr»‘e cltl- 
tens of a free state, live In i)eoce nud 
Ua|ipiiiess, in true brotheriuMu.’’

I'oor’a Mannal gives the rennsylvinla Bail- 
road Company’s own statement for 1000 as 
to Its earnlnits. <>n paaaengers tbe road 
earns a amr.ll fraction over 2 cents per mile 
Iter pAsseufer. On freight It earns a little 
less (ban ooe-thlrd of a cent per mile per 
ton. 

For transporting the governmenC mall to 
■ New York Centnii station twenty miles 
from New York, the railroad la antborfsed 
to collect $1,000 per annum for 200 pounds 
of null dallr. or per snooin per mde. 

The exprru company carries a 20O-poim<l 
package the same dlstsBce every day for 
$^i a year. 

In other worda. the governntent pays 
I1.UOO for carrring 200 pounds of mall mat- 
tec twenty miles every day for a rear In 
addition to paying an enonnons rental for 
the cart. Express matter of the same 
w'etght travels the same dtstsuee. at tbe 
Mme spectl. for $880 a year, and both tfie 
raUrosd company and the express company 
make a good profit on tb^ tsttsr traas- 
aciloo.

Just as the forma of last week’s Herald were being pnt ou the presses the sad 
news of the death In Chicago of Comrade Jesse Cox reached ua. There was only 
time to get a mere aonooucement Into type. The news of Comrade Cox's dctnlve came 
■s a shock to even the comrades of hU own city. Bnt a short time before he bnd 
been among them. Jovial, and cumpaulnasble ss was his wont, snd they were rhollr 
uopiepared for tbe annooacenieat of hit death. Comrade (?ox hsd lawn taken 111 
on Sunday night with a severe pain In the abdomen. A neighborhood physician pro¬ 
nounced it appendicltlo. Another was called In cooferencM aud Comrade Cot. stupi' 
fled w*lth pain and drugo, was rushetl away to a hospital—oue which was at tbs time 
lu the newspapers charged with Irregular and flagrant practices. Here be was put un¬ 
der (be knife. He did not recover from (he shock aud dbd Wed iesday uight, his 
death being ascribed to poeuraoola. 

At the funeral at bis lesideoce. 717 West Ilarrlsoi^street. Friday afternoon, there 
were present a group of heavy-beartfl Sm-lal I>emocraU. They took no further |»arl, 
bowe\Tr. than to-took on, as an oithodox service was held over the remains, one whol¬ 
ly out of harmony with Comrade Cox's known views. There were wiiue very large 
floral tributes, tbe largest among which w'ss a pillow, with the lultlaU "8. U. 1*." 
from Milwaukee and other^comradM. 

Jesse Cox was bora In BorUngton. \. -J.. Octolwr 29. lH4n. Is-lng therefore lu his 
fifty-ninth year at tbe time of bis death. He was deaceode<l from a well-known New 
Jersey family and was a blood reistlre of James FeDnlm«>rc C«>oper. the novelist. He 
was admitted to the bar In I’bilsdelnhla snd removed to Chlragt) in IK7S. where he 
soon estsbilsbed a reputatloo ns a brilliant aud able lawyer and a man of public 
■nirlt. lie was married In 188$ and leaves a wife snd four grown up children. 
Comratie Cox became Interested in the Hoctallst movement In 1877. Iwlng the caudl- 
dste on the United Labor party ticket for <*tty attorney, nud in, ISM the candidate of 
the reoide's |>arty for Jndge of Cook county. When the uatloual Hot'lal Democracy 
was formed In 1807 he was one of tbe moving aptrits. and a year later was ma le 
ctulimau of tbe national executive iHiard. serving through tbe stormy times of IPUU. 
standing firmly sod nnselflshly for the future Interests of the movement in the face 
of talumny and short-sighted, uaststesmanttke opposition. Comrade Cox contributed 
liberally of hU means toward tbe movement and lo tbe early da.vs trt the party when 
the headquarters were In Chicago and the struggle to maintain the otBcial pspt'r. 
ths Social Democratic Herald, was a aerious problem from week to week, it was 
largely doe to his efforts that the paper never ndssed an Issue. 

AN APP^ECIA riON, BY EUGENE V, DEBS. 

Jefiae Cox was a commanding figure In tbs Scx'lallMt movemsut of Ameritm. 
When the Satlonalist movement was organised In Boston by Bellan^ and other*. 
Jeaae Cox wan one of the first to ratch the spirit of It lo tbs West; and it 
waa largely through bia efforta that a local Collectivist Club at Chicago was 
converted into a branch of the natkmat organixatkm. Krots the time tbe philoso¬ 
phy of collectlviam first appealed to him until hU great heart ceased to beat, ite 
w as ou earnest, active aa4 aficomprooiiaiDg advocate of the movement. Jesae 
Cox waa lo the completest asnae a BocinlUt. He had read tbe literature aud he 
underMtmMl the pbiloeophj of BoclalUoi. Rut he waste<l no time in quibbling 
or hair-aplitting. He aconed the petty coDtentious that bree<l factions, and 
he had amnll patience with Bocialiata who resort to the ineth<xls of capitalist 

f M>Iiticians to gain their ends. Jesne Cox was cleaii-hande*!. open-minded, whole- 
lenrted and white-souled. There was nothing small ami nothing mean nhout him. 
He wns .ilwa.vs frank aud dhere was never any doubt nt to what he thought or 
where he stood. e 

For himself he wante<l uothlng—hln only thonght was to serve. He was ever 
conlrilmting ^and never receiving. With him BoclnllMm was the meaitH and the 
eud. nud he stood ot>on the broad, open highway at the head of his 4-<>liimu. 
presshig forward as he could—leaving the by-paths to others—his eye ui>on the 
goal and his lieart throbbing for the march thnt kept his fellows in line. 

For a long time-Jesse Cox stomi almost nione. He was eminently sn4*eessfui 
in his profession and |>eople wondered] tliat he ttirneil to Hoclalism and still more 
thnt he iMiIdly avow'ed hJs l»elief in itf Ther did iioi know the man. With him 
('<»urnge und (-finvictinn had e4junl sway. Whnt he thought he said nud oImi 
iieteil. There wns no taint of mural eowardlrt* lu liU nature. 

When the Social Demoerrry was organlxetl Jess4> Cox was one of the most 
active, energetic and lielpful w'orkers. Ills advice nnd coiiiisel were invtilnahle. 
He wuM (-(Hil. dispnssiouate and fanM-«dng. am! had Ids counsel nlwaye prevnlleil 
t)it‘ StM'inlist movement wonhl be fnr more ndvaiH*ed In America than it is tmlti.v. 

While chninnan the uatiounl executive Inmnl he vimlh-ntefl his fealty to 
the cause nud Ids right to lendership. From first to last he w'as liuiieM. iiii- 
Mdfisli. true. He wns trusted. resiHH*ted ami loved by every <ine of his mi¬ 
les gties.

The telegram from fwymour Stedmau announcing the death of .lessc Cox 
touclieil and shocked me.

Social Dnmocmey and Ethics. 

Nothing is more erroneoua than to anp- 
poae that Socialism Ignores aU ethical 
conaiderstlcms which are not immedUte- 
ly concerned with the prvseut class strug- 
fSe in its narrower sense. Oor corrupt 
capitaUst society tends more and more 
to base its ethical Judgments—save the 
mark!—on tbe mere Interest or expedi¬ 
ency of tbe possesalog dassea. either aa a 
whole or in tbeir more imi^rtant sec¬ 
tions. This is its.ethicsl sundard. It is 
one of the chief duties of the Social 
Democratic party to hold aloft the ban¬ 
ner of those fundamental ethical prin¬ 
ciples, which, aa we before remarked, 
are common to all tbe various, forma; 
through which humou society has passed. 
In fact, tbe maintenauce of t truly high 
ethical standard in public life is one of 
the most important functions of tbe So¬ 
cial Democratic party today; more im¬ 
portant. indeed, than the attainment of 
any immediate success either generally, 
as a party, or in such matters as might 
be considered to Uo more eapecially with¬ 
in Us sphere. During the agitation on 
behalf of Capt. Dreyfus it was quite a 
common thing to hear the remark, *'Ob. 
this la simply n bourgeois affair, even if 
he was unjustly condemned it la no busi- 
oesa of tbe Soidalists. who are only con¬ 
cerned wbeu the rights of a workman 
•re assailed.*’ The Bodalists of France 
thought differently. They felt by in¬ 
stinct that it wan their duty 10 throw 
themselves Into the breach on behalf of 
the common principles of juslice.—I»ox 
ami Qoelch. 

The Anarchy of Wealth. 

“I cannot shut niy eyes to the dangers 
that threaten our republic. The grea^t* 
esl doiiger that I can now is the 
anarchy of wealth. The Union was 
saved and slavery nlwlished bv an army 
of poor men from the generals down to 
the privatra. Now we sec the wealth 
of the country In the hsn<U of a few men 
who never risked their lives for tbe flag. 
Tbe ainicultaral and mineral reraurcet of 
onr raagnifleent country have been cor* 
nered by a few men with money, and 
everv bite of meat we take Is doubly 
taxed by the l>eef trust. If our govern¬ 
ment is ever changiHl from a repnollc to 
■ monarchy, or empire, it will be done by 
the men of wealth, not by poor working* 
men. In pagso times the man who 
would comer provislona to raise the 
of living for the poor would bo put to 
death. That was good, uatoral pagan 
Juatice. The millionaires who have «r- 
nered our provisions and raised their 
price on the working people ^^ire the 
same fate.**—From an address by Father 
O’Brien of Toledo.
